This bibliography contains a list of basic references on barrier-free de- 
sign. The entries include research reports, reviews of government activ- 
ities, guidebooks on design of buildings and facilities, handbooks for 
simplifying daily activities, and general behavioral issues related to F 
barrier-free design. There is also a list of audio-visual materials on 
these subjects. ‘ 


Many of the entries have. been selected from the large humber/of available 
publications on the subject of barrier-free design. They are augmented by 


materials from the fields of gerontology and general ide sciences. 


’ All articles included are either easy to olgtain or have a unique value in 
that they provide information (that cannot be obtained elsewhere. 


There are many design guidebooks and checklists on barrier-free design of 
buildings that have not been included in this bibliography.’ Most guide- 
books and checklists are based on the samé@ data sources and thus have 
similar jnformation. We have included a representative sample of these 
books, focusing on those that are'welT illustrated and comprehensive, as 
well as easy to obtain. We have not included material. that is solely of 
"human interest" value. There is a great deal of such material avail- 
able in local and national printed news media. Such material would pro- 
vide little information of use in planning and design of an accessible 
community that is not already included in the’entries selected.
